tin* terrific heat to which the pottery 
must he subjected. 
The heat is made 
with wood, burned continually under 
the kiln for three days and nights. 
Th* loss from this process is heavy. 
Of th** pottery put into the kiln, only 
the terrific

If 300 pieces are put in the kiln the 
average is only 100 will survive. 
The pottery plant was founded in 
1850 by Thomas Sinirm-man, grand­ 
father of the 
middle-aged brothers. 
He came here from Georgia, w’here he

the manufacture of the pottery.

Agent in 1923, made the best ^record 
of any corn entered, averaging H5.4 
bushels per acre of corn with 14 per 
cent moisture. 
On one of the plots 
his corn mad«- a record yield of 110.3 
bushels. 
Wilson started his 
corn breeding 
work in 1921 when he picked out 60 
ears for breiding purposes. 
These 
00 ears represented 
every 
possible 
type, for Wilson wished to find out 
if there was any 
relation 
between 
type of ear and yield. 
There were 
short ears, long ears, 
smooth ears,

LIGHTING THE LAUNDRY 


Neither 
washing 
clothes 
nor 
ironing them is the easiest kind of 
work. 
Even 
when 
an 
electric 
washing machine and an electric 
ironing 
machine 
are 
used, 
the 
weekly wash duy is a busy one. 
There are little spots of dirt to 
be washed away—sometimes we 
have to look twice to be sure that 
the clothes are quite clean; there 
are wrinkles and plaits to be ironed 
carefully. 
So we need light that 
will make it easier foi us to see 
w hat we are doing; lighting that 
will let us see at a glance whether 
the clothes are clean and whether 
the iron has smoothed out all of 
the wrinkles. 
* Many homes have a separate 
room, sometimes in one corner of 
the basement, where the washing 
and ironing are done. 
In other 
homes the laundry tubs are found 
iri the kitchen and the same room | 
is used both for cooking and for 
laundry work. 
Where the laundry tubs are put 
in the kitchen, the lighting equip­ 
ment in Lesson No. 3 will be sat­ 
isfactory, unless the room is a 
large one. In this case it may be 
necessary to add a bracket fixture 
on the wail behind the tubs, with 
a 50-watt white bulb or a 75-watt 
daylight or blue bulb. 
This bulb 
should be covered with a deep, open 
bottom, 
milk-white 
glass shade. 
The daylight or blue glass bulb 
will make it easier to see scorches. 
When the laundry tubs are in a 
separate room, we need a light 
close up at the ceiling and over 
the tubs. 
It should have a 150- 
w att daylight or blue bulb oi a 100- 
w att clear bulb with a metal re­ 
jector like this:

If the room is a large one, we 
may need two or three of these 
lights a t the ceiling. In most laun­ 
dry rooms, on* over the tubs will 
give good lighting.

The basement of our homes usu­ 
ally contains the heating equip­ 
m ent and storage space for fuel. 
At least one light will be needed 
in front of the furnace or heater.

This workbench needs two lights 
over it, one at each end. 
If only 
one light is used, the shadows th at 
it will make are very annoying 
If 
two lights are used, each one lights 
up the shadows made by the other 
one. 


You know when you have a ta­ 
ble lamp with only one bulb in it 
lighted, and all of the other lights 
in the room are turned out, th a t 
if you sta rt to make lines with a 
ruler, the rulpr sometimes makes 
a shadow just where you are try ­ 
ing to put the line.

“ Many homes have a separate 
room, sometimes in one corner of 
the basement, where the washing 
and ironing are done. 
In other 
homes the laundry tubs are found 
in the kitchen and the same room 
is used both for cooking and for 
laundry work. 


Where the laundry tubs are put 
in the kitchen, the lighting equip­ 
ment in Lesson No. 3 will be sat­ 
isfactory, unless the room is a 
large one. In this case it may be 
necessary to add a bracket fixture 
on the wail behind the tubs, with 
a 50-watt white bulb or a 75-watt 
daylight or blue bulb. 
This bulb 
should be covered with a deep, open 
bottom, 
milk-white 
glass 
shade. 
The daylight or blue glass bulb 
will make it easier to see scorches. 


When the laundry tubs are in a 
separate room, we need a light 
close up at the ceiling and over 
the tubs. 
It should have a 150- 
watt daylight or blue bulb o» a 100- 
watt clear bulb with a metal re- 
ilector like this: 


The convenience outlets fur the 
electric 
appliances should 
be in 
the wall not less than 36 inches 
above the floor, so that the cord 
with which we connect them will 
nut be on the floor and get w et 


L IG H T IN G T H E B A S E M E N T 


The basement of our homes usu­ 
ally contains the heating equip­ 
ment and storage space for fuel. 
A t least one light w ill be needed 
in front of the furnace or healer. 
It should have a 50-watt bulb and 
a metal or glass shade of this 
shape, long enough to cover the 
bulb.

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or a dense, milk-white glass shade 
which is open at the bottom and 
deep enough to completely cover 
the bulb, like this: 


If the room is a large one, we 
may need two or three of these 
lights at the ceiling. In most laun­ 
dry rooms, on* over the tubs w ill 
give good lighting. 
When others 
are used, put them over the iron­ 
ing board and over the space that 
is used for hanging th« clothes up 
to dry indoors. 


A similar light is needed for the 
fruit closet, and perhaps foi the 
coal bin. 


The stairway to the basement 
must 
be lighted by 
a 
separate 
light, 
unless 
one 
ot 
the 
other 
lights is very close to it. 
The light 
that 
is 
used 
for 
this 
purpose 
should be installed so ihat it may 
be turned on and ofF from the top 
of the stairs in order that we may 
see our way down at night. 


L IG H T IN G 
T H E 
W O R K B E N C H 


Perhaps father or brother has a 
workbench in the basement where 
he builds radio sets or takes the 
smaller parts of the auto to put 
them in good condition. 


This workbench needs two lights 
over it. one at each end. 
If only 
one light is used, the shadows that 
it will make are very annoying 
If 
two lights are used, each one lights 
up the shadows made by the other 
one. 


You know when you have a ta­ 
ble lamp with only one bulb in it 
lighted, and all of the other lights 
in the room are turned out, that 
if you start to make lines with a 
ruler, the rul,er sometimes makes 
a shadow just where you are try ­ 
ing to put the line. 
But if you 
turn on the other lights in the 
room, this shadow fades out and 
you can see nicely. 


That is why we need two lights 
at the ceiling1 over a workbench, 
and why one of them should be 
over the center of one end of the 
bench and one over the other end 
of the bench and about six inches 
in front of i t
